Faces a Serious Charge 

At Macleod, on Tuesday, be- 
fore E, J, Carnies, J.P., Loren 
Allander, a locomotive engineer 
in the employ of the C, P. R, was 
charged with having murdered 
one, Joe Smith, a section man, at 
Nanton, on the evening of Aug. 
1%. Atthe opening of the pro- 
ceedings the charge of murder 
was reduced te manslaughter by 
W. M. Campbell, crown prosecu- 
tor, on instructions from the at- 
torney’s department at Edmon- 
ton. P. J. Nolan, K.C., Calgary, 
represented the accused, 

From the evidence it appears 
that accused was pulling a south- 
bound freight train down the main 
line at Nanton station so as to 
back it on the siding track at the 
south switch to get out of the way 
of the north- bound passenger 
train. The alleged victim and 
several other workmen were on a 
hand carin front of Allender’s 
train when somebody shouted 
“brakes,” and Small fell back- 
wards, the hand car passing over 
him and jumping the track, The 
engine, which was close behind, 
also passed over his body, and 
the accused was charged with cul-

for the crown the accused was 
committed for trial, no evidence 
being offered by the defence. On 
the application of Mr. Nolan, 
Judge Carpenter made an order 
bail and the accused was released 
pending his trial.

England Has Beerless Beer. 

There has been recently placed on } 
the British market a beverage which, 
it is claimed, is nonintoxicating and 
still resembles and tastes like the in- 
toxicating beer. It is brewed from 
malt and hops only and has no pre- 
servative in it. It does not look*® un- 
like beer, and the taste is very sim- 
lar. It is made of precisely the same 
materials as the best English home- 
brewed ale, but alcohol is almost en- 
tirely eliminated, and it is stated that 
there is no chemical admixture of ang | 
kind. The amount of alcohol produe- | 
ed by the brewing process in this bev- | 
erage is given as nine-tenths of 1 per 
cent., which is less than the percent- 
age to be found in any of the ginger 
ales, stone beers and other temperance 
beverages. 

The process by which this beverage 
is made is the invention of a French 
scientist, while certain modifications 
were made by one of the professors 


of the Paris Pasteur Institute an@ 
an English brewer. Two kinds are 
made—ale and stout. The ale, it is 


claimed, has the flavor of a light beer, 
and the stout tastes almost exactly 
like a good quality of London stout. 


Wonderful Welsh Whisky. 
Some years ago, writes a London 
correspondent, J visited what was said 
to be the only distillery in Wales, 
which has since been closed. I found 
there quite a big brewing of the “‘cra- 


ture,’ or the Welsh equivalent for the 
same. But what amused me was a 
document I came across some time 


afterward in which Welsh whisky was 
lauded to the skies in the following 
terms: 

“Welsh whisky is the most wonder- 
ful whisky that ever drove the skele- 
ton from the feast or painted land- 
scapes in the brain of man. It is the 
mingled souls of peat and_ barley 
washed white with the waters of the 
Treweryn. In it you will find the sun. 
shine and shadow that chased each 
other over the billowy fields, the 
breath of June, the carol of the lark, 
the dew of night, the wealth of sum- 
mer and autumn’s rich content, all 
golden with imprisoned light.”

Forty-three years later John Dun- 
lop, without any knowledge of the 
Thomson invention, patented a pneu- 
tire. The safety bicycle had 
then come into vogue, but its wheels 
were shod with solid rubber tires. Mr.

/eyele, and as the Dunlops then lived 


in Belfast and the Irish roads were 
of very bad surface this veterinary 
surgeon applied a rubber tube filled 
with compressed air, and it afforded 
such comfort to the rider that Mr.

R. J. Mecredy to England, and they 
gained sweeping victories with the 
pneumatic tire on the racing track. 


Sut for the enterprise and ability of 
Harvey du Cros Mr. Dunlop’s inven- 
tion might have lain dormant for 
many years. 

Had this been the case the whole 
progress of modern locomotion from 
motoring to airmanship would have 
been, checked, for we can trace the di- 
rect influence of the air-filled tire in 
all the astonishing developments of 
the last twenty-two years. So from 
the bad state of Irish roads, from the 
solicitude of a fond parent to make 
smooth progress for his son’s cycle 
er rough roads, Thomson's idea was 
recreated, and this time the right man 
was at hand t develop the idea.

THE PUNJABEE IS THE UGLY 
DUCKLING OF THE LOT. 


He Is a “Dour” Type of Mortal and 
Thinks He Must Interfere to Save 
the World—Labor Member Critic- 

izes the Method of the Punjab 
Government In Handling Question 
of Sedition Among the Hindus. 


Bengal gives life to Indian nation- 
alism, but the Punjab supplies it 
with its problems, writes J. Ramsay 
Macdonald, the British Labor mem- 
ber, in a recent article. To begin 
with, the Punjab is “dour,” and the 
Punjabee has been described as the 
Scotsman of India. A_ revival 
Hindu religion there means an_up- 
rising of Puritanism, whilst in Ben: 
gal it produces somewhat akin to a 
Catholic movement. It was because 
Swami Sayanand, the founder of the 
Arya Somaj, was a rough Philistine 
like Luther that his society has flour- 
ished in the Indus valley. 

There is a good deal of the West 
about the Punjabee. But he is an 
Indian.

He knows that he has neglected op- 
portunities of education which the 
Hindu has embraced, that he has 
been careless of his well being when 
the Hindu has been nurturing his 
own. To the Punjab Mohammedan 
Hinduism in public life is a Free- 
}masonry. Wherever a Hindu goes he 
leaves the breach open for a stream 
of Hinduism to follow. The Moham- 
medan regards the Hindu as the suf- 
fragette regards man. 

This is the present frame of mind 
of the Mohammedan. He feels he 
must have a camp of his own, a party 
to look after him, and, above all, 
' that his community must be regarded 
as a separate political entity and be 
represented as such on_ all legisla- 
tive councils. Then, and then only, 
he says, will he be safe. 

In addition to these things, he 
| talks of his greater loyalty, of the 
impossibility of Indian _ self-govern- 
ment on paper, but I smile at that. 
In the Mohammedan camp _ there 
is a store of spare arms, and his 
acute leaders naturally show them. 
The camp and everything in it is 
brand new. 

Before exploring the Hindu camp 
I must say something about the part 
which the Government plays. It is 
generally conceded in India that the 
most incompetent of the Govern- 
ments is that of the Punjab. It takes 
its stand upon two foundation rocks, 
“Prestige’’ and “Sedition,” the mean- 
ing of the former being that it can 
do what it likes, and of the latter 
that if any Indian questions its do- 
ings, his house will be raided and he 
will be deported. The very danger- 
ous condition of the province in 1907, 
when the Sikh regiment became res- 
| tive and riots broke out in the Rawal 
| Pindi district, arose mainly from 
blundering but well-meaning acts of 
| the Government, which, had it been 
in touch with the people, would never 
| have proposed its Colonization Bill 
in the form it was drafted, and would

city of homes this is if ever there was | 


one, and in the eyes of visitors who 
explore it thoroughly that must be its 
chief beauty and glory. It is said 
now that while Moutreal has more | 
splendid mansions and more men of 
great wealth, in fortunes of from 
$500,000 to $3,000,000, Toronto 
eclipses all Canadian communities. 
“Cobalt, despite what has been 
lost in mere paper speculation, has 
given us a new group of millionaires. 
During the last few years these have 
added to the more imposing resi- 
dences of Toronto as the mining ac- 
tivity in the north country has great- 
ly stimulated trade and manufac. 
tures. But the chief glory of the city 
is its many long streets of attractive 
and comfortable middle-class homes, 
and the hardly less attractive homes 
of its prosperous working popula- 
tion. Nowhere in the world, perhaps, 
is there a higher average of comfort 
and prosperity, less poverty, or a 
smaller criminal population. We be- 
gin, of course, to get a foreign popu- 
lation and to hear strange languages 
in the more congested centres. But 
the change comes slowly, while from 
all over the province comes retired 
farmers to spend their declining days 
to educate their children in the city. 
“The Provincial University has 
over 4,000 students and grouped 
around it in affiliation with it are 
Methodist, Anglican, Presbyterian, 
and Roman Catholic colleges.  For- 
midable as is the rivalry of McGill, 
Toronto aspires to be the university 
centre of Canada, and at least in 
dignity, efficiency, and vigor the pro- 
vincial university, now amply sup- 
ported by the state, is equal to an 
honorable rivalry with the best uni- 
versities of the continent. The de- 
nominational colleges are liberally 
endowed, but the provincial institu- 
tion itself, unlike MeGill, receives 
few considerable private benefactions. 
“This, moreover, is a Sabbath- 
keeping and church-going city. So 
much is this the case that it 
counted as a reproach by many 
American and foreign visitors. It 
was not until fifteen or sixteen years 
ago that the street railway was per- 
mitted to run on Sunday. Even then 
the privilege was only secured by a 
narrow majority, after the proposal 
had been twice defeated by a vote of 
the citizens. There are over 200 
churches in the city. This is the 
stronghold of the Cnurch of England 
in Canada, but Methodists, Presby- 
terians and Baptists constitute a 
great element of the population. 
There are only 125 licensed saloons 
in this city of 325,000 people, and they 
are all rigidly closed on the Sab- 
bath. So all shops and cigar stores 
are closed, and we have no forms of 
Sunday amusement. The golfers 
alone, by an isolated judgment of the 
courts, are allowed to play on Sun- 
day, but only a few devotees of the 
game take advantage of the privilege. 
And yet Toronto has by no means a 
gloomy Sunday, and in the homes 
there is little restraint or austerity. 
“It is difficult on this continent to 
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resist the stream of American ten- 
dencies, and perhaps it is remark- 
able, in all the circumstances, that
